An Ordinance to continue the Armed Forces (Special Powers) 
Regulation, 1958, for a further period. 

Whldeas the Armed Forces (Special Powers) Regulation, 1958 
expires on the 4th day of April, 1964 and a Bill to continue the said 
Regulation for a further period has been Introduced In Parliament 
but ha^; not yet been passed; 

And whereas both Houses of Parliament are not in session and 
the President is satisfied that circumstances exist which render it 
necessary for him to take immediate action to give effect to the 
provisions of the Bill;

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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) 
of article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to 
promulgate the following Ordinance

1. (1) This Ordinance may be called the Armed Forces (Special 
Powers) Continuance Ordinance, 1964. 


(2) It shall come into force at once.
